BRIEFfNGS-MCV 


Each  dean  has  a  standing  invitation 
to  contribute  to  this  column  in  every 


School  of  Medicine 

As  I  have  commented  before,  the 
School  of  Medicine  represents  not  just 
four  years  of  undergraduate  medicine, 
but  a  total  system  of  medical  educa- 
tion. Premedical  preparation,  medical 
school,  graduate  medical  education, 
and  continuing  education  are  all  in- 
volved. We  have  been  generally  sat- 
isfied with  both  the  format  of  our 
medical  curriculum  and  the  accom- 
plishments of  the  students.  Attention 
is  being  devoted  increasingly  to  both 
the  numbers  and  educational  content 
at  the  intern  and  resident  level. 

As  a  result  of  the  1974  National 
Intern  and  Resident  Matching  Pro- 
gram, 111  graduating  seniors  and 
juniors  secured  first-year  graduate 
medical  education  positions.  Of  these, 
66  remained  in  Virginia  and  65  will 
seek  further  training  elsewhere.  The 
66  in  Virginia  include  37  at  MCV 
Hospitals,  23  in  the  MCV  Family 
Practice  program,  and  6  at  other  Vir- 
ginia hospitals.  Those  going  outside 
the  state  secured  a  wide  variety  of 
excellent  positions  from  surgical  pro- 
grams in  Vermont  and  Boston,  to 
pediatric  programs  in  Minneapolis  and 
Seattle. 

Trends  of  our  graduates  over  the 
past  ten  years  indicate  a  declining 
number  seeking  rotating  internships 
(programs  which  are  also  increasingly 
hard  to  find) — 18  this  year,  a  con- 
stant number  entering  internal  med- 
icine— 40  this  year,  relatively  little 
change  in  those  seeking  pediatrics — 
11,  surgery — 16,  or  psychiatry — 5, 
an  increase  in  OB-GYN — 6,  and  the 
rapid  rise  in  popularity  of  family  prac- 
tice. There  were  no  family  practice 
residents  through  1971,  then  20,  18, 
and  29  entering  the  past  three  years. 
While  there  have  been  national  con- 
cerns about  altering  the  numbers  of 
residencies  so  that  students  would 
enter  areas  of  greatest  need,  students 
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seem  to  have  already  made  these  de- 
cisions themselves. 

Our  greatest  concern  remains  as  the 
inadequate  number  of  internships  and 
residencies  available  in  Virginia  for 
our  own  graduates.  There  were  68 
positions  available  through  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  and  66  were  filled. 
Of  the  133  positions  available  through 
MCV,  113  were  filled.  These  201  first- 
year  positions  available  compare  to 
almost  250  graduates  from  the  two 
medical  schools.  There  were  almost 
100  additional  positions  elsewhere  in 
the  state,  but  only  about  10%  were 
filled. 

To  highlight  the  problem,  ten  MCV 
graduates  who  sought  family  practice 
residencies  in  Virginia  had  to  go  else- 
where, and  50  who  sought  positions  in 
internal  medicine  also  had  to  leave 
the  state.  Additional  positions  re- 
quested from  the  state  this  year  were 
not  supported  by  the  state  budget  office 
or  the  General  Assembly.  We  hope,  in 
the  coming  year,  to  call  on  alumni 
support  to  develop  adequate  residency 
positions  to  provide  for  our  own  resi- 
dents who  wish  to  remain  in  Virginia.

The  Department  of  Medical-Surgical 
Nursing 

During  the  past  two  years,  the 
faculty  of  the  Department  has  re- 
mained fairly  stable  which  has  made 
the  work  within  the  Department  more 
productive.  In  the  undergraduate  med- 
ical-surgical nursing  courses,  the  big- 
gest innovation  has  been  the  explora- 
tion, definition,  and  implementation  of 
conceptual  teaching.  With  the  ever  in- 


creasing knowledge  explosion  it  has 
become  necessary  to  teach  medical- 
surgical  material  under  broad  con- 
cepts, each  of  which  include  principles 
basic  to  the  practice  of  quality  nursing 
care. 

Faculty  from  the  Department  are 
working  in  Core  courses  along  with 
their  colleagues  in  Maternal-Child 
Nursing,  Psychiatric-Mental  Health 
Nursing,  and  Community  Health  Nurs- 
ing. The  Core  courses  integrate  prin- 
ciples from  each  of  the  major  areas 
of  nursing  study  and  are  offered  one 
each  semester  along  with  courses  in 
the  specialty  areas  and  the  health  sci- 
ences. The  opportunity  for  faculty  to 
work  together  has  provided  cohe- 
siveness  and  has  contributed  greatly 
toward  intradepartmental  education 
for  both  faculty  and  students. 

Faculty  have  also  been  engaging  in 
interdisciplinary  efforts  within  the 
community  and  the  university  with 
resulting  greater  faculty  involvement 
than  ever  before. 

One  innovation  has  been  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  faculty  member  with 
joint  responsibility  to  nursing  educa- 
tion and  to  nursing  service.  Mrs.  June 
Turnage  pioneered  this  position  in  our 
Department  and  Miss  Ann  Bennett  is 
currently  carrying  it  on. 

The  medical-surgical  graduate  stu- 
dent has  had  the  opportunity  to  de- 
sign her  own  future  in  the  area  of  her 
choice.  At  this  time,  there  are  stu- 
dents with  developing  expertise  in 
nursing  practice  in  the  areas  of  on- 
cology, chest  problems,  neurological 
problems,  heart  problems,  extensive 
care  problems,  and  problems  of  the 
terminally  ill. 

In  addition  to  learning  depth  in 
clinical  content,  content  on  manage- 
ment, change,  characteristics  of  health 
organizations,  and  interpersonal  rela- 
tions are  taught. 

The  graduate  program  offers  a  func- 
tional area  of  teaching,  as  well  as 
clinical  specialization,  and  it  has  been 
possible  to  assist  some  selected  stu- 
dents to  acquire  expertise  in  the  area 
of  nursing  service  administration. 
Students  opting  for  teaching  as  a 
functional  area  are  provided  an  op- 
portunity to  engage  in  classroom 
presentation  and  clinical  supervision 
of  medical-surgical  material  with  un- 
dergraduate baccalaureate  students  un- 
der the  aegis  of  the  master  teacher. 
Since  medical-surgical  nursing  includes 
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such  a  wealth  of  knowledge,  it  is  felt 
that  the  student  electing  the  functional 
area  of  clinical  specialization,  who  im- 
merses herself  deeply  in  one  specific 
area  will  acquire  the  knowledge  and 
techniques  necessary  to  utilize  re- 
sources wisely  in  any  of  the  other 
areas  related  to  the  care  of  patients 
with  medical-surgical  conditions. 

Several  members  of  our  faculty  have 
undertaken  further  education  during 
this  period.  Included  in  their  profes- 
sional development  have  been  formal 
courses  as  well  as  development  work- 
shops. Miss  Sarah  Griffiths  completed 
her  masters'  degree  at  the  University 
of  Texas  in  1973,  Mrs.  Jeanette  Kis- 
singer is  enrolled  as  a  parttime  stu- 
dent beginning  work  on  her  doctorate. 
Miss  Carole  Ann  Bach  has  been  taking 
evening  classes  at  VCU  on  a  post- 
masters level.  Miss  Betty  Moore,  reg- 
istered dietitian,  is  pursuing  doctoral 
study.  Several  of  our  faculty  have 
participated  in  workshops  either  as 
lecturer,  recipient,  or  coordinator.
